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PREFACE 


One of the major areas of social interest in this country and con- 
sequently of research in the social sciences, has been the relations 
between the various peoples that make this nation. In earlier decades, 
immigration was the subject of some of the best works in empirical 
sociology on this continent. With the cessation of mass migration and 
the development of other subject areas, this area became relatively less 
tilled. However, the post-war period of relatively large scale immigra- 
tion has focussed attention on this field once again. The purpose of this 
Bibliography is to assist the increasing number of research workers who 
are conscious of the renewed importance of this field of study of Canadian 
Society. 


After an unavoidable interruption, the Economic and Social 
Research Branch of the Department of Citizenship and Immigration has 
resumed the publication of this Bibliography of research material on areas 
of Departmental interest, which was initiated in the former Research 
Division of the Citizenship Branch of this Department. 


Normally, this publication will present annually the results of the 
research of the previous year. However, the demand by users for copies 
of issues previously published for the years 1920-1956 under the title 
ihesearch on Immigrant Adjustment and Ethnic Groups'' has exceeded 
the supply. Consequently, rather than re-issue the former editions, we 
have decided to re-edit and present them in this new consolidated version 
along with the previously unpublished 1956-1958 material. 


This Bibliography does not claim to be exhaustive, and in fact has 
had to be somewhat selective, particularly in the re-issue portions. 
Sources solely concerned with the Eskimo group, for which the Depart- 
ment of Northern Affairs produces a separate bibliography, are not 
included. Nor is there an attempt to duplicate the efforts of the National 
Museum of Canada with regard to the Indian group. The majority of the 
titles are obtained from questionnaires circulated to persons and institu- 
tions known to have conducted research in the subject areas. Weare 
dependent largely upon these suggestions for inclusion proposed to us, 
and therefore listing of an item does not necessarily imply that it meets 
the general research standards which we attempt to apply. Other popular 
sources may of course be obtained from the review of periodicals. 


The scope and organization of the Bibliography have been modified 
to serve better the needs of the Department and other users. For holders 
of the former issues, this issue will present those materials in a differ- 
ently organized and perhaps newly-useful form. 


Materials are first coded and presented according to their scope, 
into general works or into research ona specific ethnic group. They are 
then further classified by principal subject matter in accordance with the 
coding system presented in the General Section. Studies pertaining to 
particular ethnic groups are thus arranged by the same order of subject 
matter as the general section but presented in the individual ethnic group 
sections. Persons interested in a particular subject area can thus readily 
find related general works and specific ethnic studies in the various 
sections. Author and subject indexes are given in Appendix A. 


It is hoped that the reader will find this subject coding and 
arrangement more useful than a single listing by alphabetical order of 
authors under ethnic group. Any suggestions which may lead to a further 
improvement in the methods of classification aimed at wider utility will 
be most welcome. 


The text is set up to serve as a bilingual document. The sections 
of the text which would be read by readers of either language (i.e. the 
preface, table of contents, section headings, code and questionnaire) are 
provided in both languages. Where necessary, the French version 
follows the English text, and is given the same page numbers witha 
suffix (F). In the main body, individual references which were originally 
published in English, are given an English description. Those references 
which were published in French are described in French. It was felt that 
those users who would be referring to such articles in the original 
language would obviously be conversant with that language. Bilingual 
sources are designated with a single asterisk (*). References which have 
separate English and French editions are marked with a double asterisk

AVANT-PROPOS 


Les relations entre les divers peuples qui constituent la nation cana- 
dienne ont eté l'un des principaux sujets d'enquétes et, par conséquent, de 
recherches en sciences sociales au Canada. Au cours des décennies précé- 


dentes, l'immigration a fait l'objet de certains des meilleurs travaux de 
sociologie empirique sur ce continent. Les études dans ce domaine ont 
ralenti lorsque l'immigration massive a cessé et qu'il s est présenté 
d'autres sujets de recherches. La reprise de l'immigration sur une assez 
grande échelle, dans l'aprés-guerre, a de nouveau concentré l'attention 
sur ce domaine. La présente publication est destinée a aider le nombre 
croissant de chercheurs qui sont conscients de l'importance renouvelée des 
études portant sur la société canadienne. 


Apres une interruption inévitable, la Direction des recherches écono- 
miques et sociales, du ministére de la Citoyenneté et de l'Immigration, a 
repris la publication de cette bibliographie d'éléments de recherches dans 
des domaines qui interessent le Ministére, laquelle avait été commencée a 
l'ancienne Division des recherches de la Direction de la citoyenneté, du 
Ministére precité. 


Normalement, cette publication presentera tous les ans les résultats 
de l'inventaire des recherches effectuées au cours de l'année précédente. 
Cependant, les usagers ont demandé plus d'exemplaires des publications 
déja parues pour les annees 1920-1956 sous le titre ''Recherches sur l'adap- 
tation des immigrants et les groupes ethniques",, qu'on n'en a pu fournir. 
C'est pourquoi, au lieu de faire un nouveau tirage des éditions antérieures, 
nous avons décidé de rééditer la publication en la présentant sous cette 
nouvelle version qui renferme en outre la documentation non publiée pour 


les années 1956-1958. 


La présente bibliographie ne prétend pas étre compléte, et ila fallu 
en realité faire un certain choix, surtout dans les parties qui ont ete 
réimprimées. Les sources intéressant exclusivement le groupe esquimau, 
pour lequel le ministére du Nord canadien prépare une bibliographie 
distincte, ne sont pas comprises. Il] n'est pas question non plus de répéter 
les efforts du Musée national du Canada pour ce qui concerne le groupe 
indien. La majorité des titres ont été obtenus au moyen de questionnaires 
qui ont été envoyes a des personnes et a des institutions ayant effectué des 
recherches portant sur les sujets en cause. Nous comptons aussi en grande 
partie sur ces suggestions pour les inclusions proposées; c'est pourquoi il 
ne faut pas conclure qu'un article répond nécessairement aux normes géné- 
rales de recherche que nous essayons d'appliquer du fait qu'il se trouve sur 
la liste. Il va sans dire qu'on peut trouver d'autres sources bien connues 
en consultant les périodiques. 


L'envergure et l'organisation de la bibliographie ont été modifiées pour 
mieux servir les besoins du Ministére et d'autres usagers. Ceux qui 
possédent d'anciens numéros de la publication constateront que celui-ci 
présente les sujets sous une forme différente et peut-étre plus utile. 


Les études sont d'abord l'objet d'une codification et sont présentées 
selon leur importance, sous forme d'ouvrages généraux ou de recherches 
sur un groupe ethnique spécifique. Elles sont ensuite classifiées de 
nouveau par sujet principal conformément au systéme de codification pré- 
senté dans la Section générale. Les études ayant trait 4 des groupes 
ethniques particuliers sont ainsi groupées dans le méme ordre de sujets 
que la Section générale, mais présentées dans les sections des groupes 
ethniques particuliers. Les personnes qui s'intéressent a un domaine 
particulier peuvent ainsi trouver facilement des ouvrages généraux qui s'y 
rapportent et des études ethniques spécifiques dans les diverses sections. 
L'index des auteurs cités et des sujets se trouve a l'Appendice A. 


On espére que le lecteur trouvera cet arrangement et cette codifi- 
cation des sujets plus utiles qu'une simple liste d'auteurs dressée dans 
l'ordre alphabétique sous la rubrique groupes ethniques. Toutes les 
suggestions qui pourraient contribuer a améliorer davantage les méthodes 
de classification seront bien accueillies. 


Le texte est préparé pour servir de document bilingue. Les sections 
qui seront consultées par des lecteurs de langue francaise ou anglaise 
(i.e. l'avant-propos, la table des matiéres, les titres des sections, le 
code de classification et le questionnaire) sont présentées dans les deux 
langues.
